Around 9:30 am and a little than a week before Christmas, tragedy struck on 
December 14th, 2012, in Newtown, Connecticut. Adam Lanza, 20, shot and 
killed twenty children and six adult staff members in a mass murder at Sandy 
Hook Elementary. All were elementary students. Hearts were breaking all over 
the world in shock of what happened on this tragic day. 
Before driving to the school, Lanza shot and killed his mother Nancy at their 
Newtown home. After he committed this horrible crime of killing over a dozen 
elementary school students, staff, and his own mother, he shot himself. The 
New York Daily Times stated that the investigation had found that Lanza had created a 7-by-4 foot 
sized spreadsheet listing around 500 mass murderers and the weapons they used, which was 
considered to have taken years of work and to have been used by Lanza as a “score sheet". Lanza's 
brother, Adama Lanza, stated that Lanza was believed to have a personality disorder.
